Prices Board announced today 
that the butter ration is being re- 
duced from seven ounces a week 
to about six ounces a person a 
week on Jan 1, 1945 

The Board said the step is be- 
ing taken to adjust consumption 
to supplies during the winter 
months of low production 

The reduction will be made 
effective by making butter ration 
coupons valid one at a time in 
stead of in pairs and *by having 
three of these coupons become 
good each month instead of four. 

To encourage householders to 
spread the reduced ration over 
the period of shortage, the butter 
coupons will remain valid until 
declared invalid as now is the 
case with sugar and preserves 
coupons,

Nazis Gathering Forces 
For 1945 Counter-Blows

LONDON, Dee. 11—(AP)—Re- 
ports reaching London from many 
sources indicate that Germany is 
gathering her forces including 
two new V-weapons and a new 
type of submarne—for a 1945 
counter-offensive which she hopes 
may turn the tide of the war. 

Two enemy V-weapons-——the fly- 
ing bomb and the rocket bomb— 
already are in use against south- 
ern Wngland and continental 
points. German production chief 
Albert Speer was quoted as say- 
ing recently that “V.3" would be 
ready for use against New York 
before the new year and now 
there is talk in Germany of “V-4", 
but no hint as to its nature. 

Meanwhile it is a matter of of- 
ficial knowledge that the Ger- 


mans have developed a submarine 
equipped with radical new de- 
vices for underwater breathing 
and it is possible that some of the 
craft may even now be at sea. 
Known as the Schnorkel Spirall 
submarine, the new vessel has 
been dubbed the “Snorts” by the 
British. 

London newspapers have told 
readers that swift hit-run raids 
by jet-propelled planes are poss- 
ible, and that England can expect 
V-bomb attacks until the Nazis 
die in their last spasm of resist- 
ance 
“The Germans still have a lot of 
fight in them”, said the London 
Herald, but declared that the 
enemy manpower shortage and 
Allied air superiority are factors 
operating against the enemy.

Edmonton people subscribed 25.7 per 
cent more than their minimum quota of the 
Seventh Victory Loan, Rural areas in 
northern Alberta were not far behind, with 
25.3 per cent above the nominal objective. 
The province as a whole went over the top 
27 per cent. All told, 169,739 persons and 
corporations in Alberta bought bonds of 
that issue. 

Remember the First Victory Loan, in 
June, 1941? The national minimum objec- 
tive then was “only” $600,000—with cor- 
responding quotas for the city, the rural 
areas and Alberta. It was significant that 
in their publicity the organizers made few 
references to these quotas. The amounts 
seemed so large that to keep them before 
the public was more likely to discourage 
than to inspire hopes that they could be 
reached, 

They were reached of course—and ex- 
ceeded, and that has been the case when 
six succeeding loans were put on the mar- 
ket. The Seventh called for more than 
twice as much money as the First, and the 
response was as cited above. The moral 
seems to be that collectively, as individu- 
ally, people do not know what they can do 
until they ‘try. 


Sell Abroad c or Grow Less? 


Mr. J. G. Taggart, chairman of the 
federal board set up to support farm pro- 
duct prices, says Canada must find markets 
abroad for the produce of nearly half the 
acreage of cultivated land in the Domin- 
ion, 

The greater portion of that “half” lies 
in the prairie provinces, for western wheat 
is our leading surplus-product. By experi- 
ence and by reason 6f his present position, 
Mr. Taggart is exceptionally qualified to 
discuss the subject. His simple generaliza- 
tion puts the post-war situation clearly; 
the problem is to find buyers outside Can- 
ada for the half of the farm output which 
cannot be consumed at home. 

Unless those outside buyers are found, 
the alternative will be to curtail production 
once the immediate post-war scramble for 
food supplies has passed. But full employ- 
ment and a high average standard of liv- 
ing cannot be maintained on a basis of cur- 
tailed production. That way lies enforced 
idleness and less of everything for every- 
body. 

It is not therefore exclusively the farm- 
er’s worry whether or not Canada’s future 
trade policy is aimed directly to encourage 
the sale of farm products abroad. That is 
the only kind of policy under which the 
country can enjoy solid and lasting pros- 
perity.

Looking Backward 


From The Bulletin Files 


1894: 50 Years Ago
